Alas even this prospect was not enough to persuade the Council, in its last cays, 
to give firancial support, but they did offer the venture its best wishes. 


Castle Grounds: two superb new timber swing seats have been supplied courtesy 
of Michael O'Neill. These replace the plastic ones burnt by vandals. 

The question of right of way over the Castle Grounds approach road has been 
settled in ° letter from the former Clerk, Mr. Phillips. In this he refers to 
a Deed of Conveyance Jade over 30 years ago in which the Church Comnissionsrs 
gave to the Parish Council on behalf of the peovle of Deddington the right of 
access to the Castle Grounds. Councillors were puzzled as to why the cvestion 
of title nc suddenly been raised. One possibility is that car parking in the 
lane might pe considered by people living nearby to be a mususe of the right of 
Way. 


Next_meetings: The date of the May meetings - the Annual Parish and Parish 
Council mectings - has been fixed for Wednesday 30 May, as the election of the 
new Counc?! is to be held on Thursday 24th May. The meetings will begin at 
6.30 p.m. 


Windmill Hall: The District Valuer has still nut been able to come up with a 
price for the site. This is now expected some ~ime in May. 


It seems likely that sports clubs outside the village will be interested in 
sharing the site and providing financial help for facilities. Banbury Ilarr‘crs 
Athletic Club are anxious to find such a site as Deddington could otfer and they 
would finanve and build an athletic track. Hartwells Sports and Social Club 
have also shown interest. Mr. Garrett is to get interested groups to contzc! 
the new Covncil for further discussions. 


Mr. Welford has prepared and circulated this statement on the project, which 
met with t..e full Council's approval: 


"As the present Council has only a few weeks life left it is a good time to ece 
how far we “ave progressed towards getting a viliage social centre and wet 

needs to b> done next. Clearly, the Parish Council has enthusiastically apnoroach~ 
ed the probiem and this has resulted in the Council deciding that to try and 
repair and vp-date the Windmill School building, is not going to give vs the 

right type of village centre that the 1980‘s and 1990's will require. Howover, 

it does secm that the Windmill School site could well be the right plece to 
develop into a village community centre. 


The Parish Council have looked very carefully at the old buildings and at the site 
and have co-lected a lot of information concerning the availability of grants 
from both ce.itral and local government sources. It is unfortunate that the 
district vicver is not able to tell us the purchase price of all, or part of the 
Windmill sit: until later on in May, therefore this Parish Council cannot do 

more than recommend the scheme to its successors.

Deddington to have a new and purpose built building for the use of the village 
and if the land surrounding it can also be obtained at a reasonable price, 
further development should take place during the late 1980's and early 1990's. 


The Windmill School/Community Centre project is not the only responsibility the

Ever since the days of the Deddington Society's interest in the Windmill Hall 

as a Community Centre, anyone who raised doubts about its suitablility has been- 
regarded as being apaanist such a project. It is all very well to be enthusiastic 
about such a scheme but all the pros and cons must be carefully gone into, as 
long after organisations and enthusiasms have melted away the project must 
continue asc its liabilities be met, 


I freely admit that I have never been too optimistic about the suitability of 
the Windmill Hall, having worked in it for 16 years, Its stage and acoustics 
are awful, its roof defective, its window frames corroded .beyond repair, its 
floor badly damaged by damp. It has no water supply and no drainage and no 
independen: heating or electricity supply. It needs new doors, toilets and a 
kitchen, . also needs an access and parking. All that adds up to a lot of 
expense, le have already been told by the planning department that no amplified 
music will be aliowed in thelmll because of its closeness to. private housing. 

At the right price it might still be worth having for certain activities but it 
has to be :cnemvered that the ownership of property is a liability as well as an 
asset and xates, maintenance, heat and light will have to be met each year, it 
must also be remembered that. before organisations will switch from their present 
meeting pinces the new venue will have to be sufficiently attractive in both 
facilities ond rent. 


Many members of the present Parish Council have greater ambitions for the village 
than the Wi..dmiil Hall, which is why they are negotiating for a proper Community 
Centre wii. good facilities, no planning restrictions and without a large 
maintenanc: debt for the future. When all the facts, figures and options are 
available *hey will be put to the village for a decision. No doors are being 
closed, no” even those of the Windmill Hall! If that decision favours a project 
then a Mai..zemen: Committee will be formed to handle it from start to finish 

and that wil recuire competent and hard-working volunteers, I hope you will 

all be reac.’ when the time comes,

"Mrs. Williams, the next thing please", to distinguish her from the’ other Mrs. 
Williamses of the town, 


At election time, politicians say exactly the same. ach offers the voters what _ 
he thinks they want. Lower taxation, never mind the public services provided 

by that taxation. Alternatively, better roads, schools and hospitals, never mind 
how to pay for them. On either side of the political divide, you will find a 
politician to promise you what you want. Every potential M.P. is another Mrs. 
Williams, If this is democracy, giving people what they ask for, should we go 

on with it? We are meant to be electing a strong government, not a national 
sweet shop. There is a case for: persuading voters to stay away from the polls 
altogether, so as to express our view of these specious promises. 


Local elections area different matter. We should find out the track record of 
each candidate. We should know a little about him personally. We should over- 
ride party loyalties to vote for the candidate we think best. (This is not to 
say that party politics in local government are bad. For the most part they 
are inevitable. They can be a help rather than a hindrance, as they focus our 
attention on local issues. ) 


‘hat has this to do with the Church? "Vicars should stay out of politics" has 
been a popular slogan since Henry II. But the Church exists, and therefore 

vicars exist, to put forward the ideal picture of a nation (the kingdom of heaven), 
and to point out how far we are at present removed from this ideal. In this 
country we do not have any "Christian democratic party" to oppose Socialist and 
Conservative parties. As a result the Church, that is every vicar and every 
Church member, is free, splendidly free, to tell all politicians where their 
politics fall’ short of the kingdom of heaven. And, to be fair, where their 
politics do resemble that kingdom. 


Hvery politician seems to offer us the earth. The religious citizen is entitled 
to ask "And the next thing, please?" What I remember of the sights and smells 
and mouth watering anticipations of Mrs. Williams" shop make me think that the 
world would be a much nicer place if we were all like her.

CORRES PONDENCE 


How many parents in Barford know that they have a choice of primary school 
(free!) for their offspring, and why. Of course such a right is enshrined 
in the 1944 Act which says, in effect, that your child can go to any school 
where the Head will admit him, or her, However, in a village there are 
problems of transport. ‘'e are extremely fortunate in that although no 
youngster over 7 is entitled to free transport we have school buses to both 
Bloxham and Deddington. 


This came about because when The Daedings estate was being built it was 
expected that this would produce over-crowding at Deddington and so Barford 
parents were persuaded to send their children to Bloxham as the rule rather 
than the exception. As an inducement a school bus to Bloxham was laid on. 


In the eight years or so since, Deddington's roll has dropped from 220 or so 
to about 160 and Bloxham's has doubled from 220 or so to 450, making it one 
of the largest primary schools in the county. Bloxham has many temporary 
classrooms. Deddington's temporary classroom went off on a low loadex last 
week, 


The parents at Deddington are a quict bunch, on the whole, now that there are 
so few from Barford and I must confess not so professional on PIA functions. 
The schools are very different as one would expect by the difference in size 
and the fact that Messrs. Duxbury and Thornton, both good teachers, head their 
schools in different ways. 


You may wonder what happened at The Daedings. It went like this I am told: 
43 houses x 1.5 children per house = 64 children, Then somebody goofed, 
provision was made for 64 children at both the primary and secondary schools. 
Then the prospective parents goofed or something. There are only 14 children 
at the primary school and about 10 at Warriner, A few more are under age or 
at independant schools.
